11 from former Soviet Union visit St. Louis area construction firms

Russia’s age surpasses that of the Unit- 
ed States by centuries, but Americans are 
elder statesmen when it comes to the free 
market system 

During the past month, a group of 11 
Russians has been visiting local business 
es to take advantage of this knowledge 
The group will head home Thursday. The 
Russians came to St. Louis to hear about 
the local construction industry and were 
hosted by the Kirkwood Rotary Club 

The visit was part of a program run by 
the Center for Citizen Initiatives. The San 
Francisco-based organization puts togeth- 
er learning trips for Russians in fiel as 
varied as cheese making and furniture 
manufacturing. 

On Friday the Russians visited a newly 
constructed building that will house Edu- 
Care, an early childhood education pro- 
gram based in the Meacham Park area of 
Kirkwood. They had already visited 
design firms, training schools for carpen- 
ters and iron workers, various construc- 
tion companies, architectural firms and 
contractors. 

“‘After a month of doing this, their ener- 
gy level is beyond my comprehension,’’ 
said Tom Riggs, a Rotarian and general 
contractor. 


During the tour Riggs — who built the 
EduCare facility — discussed the con- 
struction materials, how the building will 
be used and how the construction was 
funded. After each statement he paused 
while an interpreter repeated the informa- 
tion in Russian to the guests, who listened

Bob Knop, manager of the 
Chib’s' Approved Auto Repair 
Department, which conducts 
the clinics, says most prob- 
lems were found with the third 
brake light, generally because 
of a burned out bulb.
